Informant advised he had no information to the effect that 
the NPPR is planning violence for the near future, though he pointed 
out that there was always the possibility of a surprise attack by 
a few Nationalist fanatics. Informant could give identities of no 
particular Nationalists who could be singled out as most likely 
to cause trouble.

In January, 195**, ALBIZU CAMPOS put a halt to 
certain private meetings in Santurce, Puerto Rico, which had 
been organized by FELIX FELICIANO MORALES „ a former NPPR National 
Board member. ALBIZU CAMPOS directed than no meetings of the 
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NPPR were to be held in the future without his express 
approval. He added that no NPPR meetings whatever can be 
held in luerto Rico until he is well enough to direct the 
organization of such meetings. 

ALBIZU CAMPOS, though ill, is still the dominating 
personality in the I'TPPR. He is residing at the NPPR head- 
quarters apartment located on the second floor. 156 Sol Street, 
in downtown San Juan, Puerto Rico. He is constantly attended 
by DORIS TORRES OLA ROURA, CARMEN MARIA PEREZ GONZALEZ and JOSE 
RIVERA SOTOMAYOR. DORIS TORRES OLA ROURA is acting as recep- 
tionist and cook. CARMEN MARIA PEREZ GONZALEZ is responsible 
for the housework within the NPPR headquarters apartment and 
the laundry. JOSE RIVERA StTOMAYOR is taking care of ALBIZU 
CAMPOS* medical needs.

with his health and keeps himself covered with wet towels-^ 
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cold cream and ice bags, which he removed only to demonstrate 
to visitors the swellings which he has on various parts of 
Iris body. ALBIZU CAMPOS attributes the swellings to attack 
by atomic rays and claims that he has made original scientific 
tests by which he can determine when the rays are being directed 
at him. 


ALBIZU CAMPOS continues to refuse medical examina- 
tion or attention by a physician, claiming that physicians 
do not understand his condition. He asserts that due to 
his college study of chemistry he is in a position to prescribe 
for himself. 

Observers have noted that there are swellings in 
various parts of ALBIZU CAMPOS’ body, particularly in the 
lower extremities, aid that ALBIZU CAMPOS can walk only with 
extreme difficulty.

C . Public P rono uncements 

ALBIZU is reported to have made no public appearances 
and only a limited number of pronouncements in the press. In 
November , 1953, following the local press announcements that 
USURY CABOT LODGE, President of the United States delegation 
at the United Nations, was being guarded from possible attack 
by Nationalists, ALBIZU CAMPOS issued a press release charging 
the United States with having made this statement concerning 
HENRY CABOT LODGE in order to prepare its own defense against 
charges being formulated against the United States by the 
NPPR for presentation before the United Nations. 

On November 30, 1953, San Juan newspaper, "El 
Imparcial," printed the reaction of ALBIZU CAMPOS to the 
statement of United States President EISENI'.OVJER with reference 
to his willingness to grant independence to Puerto Rico if 
the Puerto Rican Legislature so resolves and Congress approves. 
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ALBIZU referred to President EISENHOWER » s statement as an 
"empty gesture," and added a verbal attack on the Selective 
Service law as applied to Puerto Rico$ allied that the 
United States has expropriated Puerto Rican land and is ex- 
perimenting with atomic weapons against the Nationalists, 
including himself.

The National Guard armories which the Nationalists hope to rob 
include the armory at Albonito, at Bayamon, and at Cayey, Puerto 
Rico. The weapons they expect to obtain are Browning automatic 
rifles (BAR), Springfield rifles, bazookas, and «30 caliber 
machine guns. II is anticipated that the loot from the armory 
robberies will be cached in caves in the vicinity of Vega Alta, 
Puerto Rico.

A ORGANIZATION of this report, Sub 
Section II, some local leaders of the NPPR in Puerto Rico 
have expressed dissatisfaction with ALBIZU* 8 alleged failure 
to issue orders for the reorganization of the NPPR, In 
Section D WEAFONS of this report, it was reported that some 
National ' sts no longer consider ALBIZU CAMPOS sufficiently 
bloodthirsty for them. 

Confidential Informant) [reported in early February 1954 b2

However, Source 
A revealed that on November 1, 1953> ESTEBAN AMLB3RT CACERES, 
a Nationalist of Hato Eey, Puerto Rico, was wounded by dis- 
charge of his own revolver while engaged in a personal quarrel 
with neighbors on Nemesio Canales Street in Kato<Rey.

Informants in Puerto Rico provided no information 
indicating that the NPPR in Puerto Rico was aware of an 
alleged Nationalist plot against any of the captioned 
individuals until issues of North American newspapers giving 
publicity to the alleged plot against HENRY CABOT LODGE first 
appeared on newsstands in Puerto Rico on November 21, 1953#

The article stated that 
ALBIZU CAMPOS had commented on information 
appearing in the North American Press with 
reference to a possible Nationalist attack on 
LODGE by saying that the government of the United 
States made the announcement in order to prepare 
itself for the moment when it will be necessary 
to answer before the UN to the charges being 
formulated by the NPPR for presentation at the 
UN. 

"El Imparcial" , issue of December 10, 1953* 
first publicized the news that President EISENHOWER 
and Director HOOVER were included as targets of 
the alleged plot, "El Imp&rcial” printed a dis- 
patch which had originated with the news writer 
EDNA. "0 K. KELLER of Washington, D, C . , which had 
reached "El Imparcial" in the form of a news 
clipping from the Chicago newspaper, "Chicago 
American". Informants reported no indication 
that Nationalists locally were aware of the 
inclusion of President EISENHOWER and Director 
HOOVEii as targets of the alleged plot and reported 
no local Nationalist reaction or comment with 
reference to this development.

Armories to obtain weapons 
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Jreported a plan allegedly originated by JOSE 

ANTONIO NEGRON RODRIGUEZ, an incarcerated Nationalist leader, 
to organise robberies of Armories of the Puerto Rico national 
Guard in order to obtain weapons for the NPPR to use in another 
uprising. The Armories at Aibonito, Bayamon and Ca^ey were 
mentioned, although NEGRON eventually selected the Bayamon 
Armory and created a detailed plan for its robbery* 

Nationalists selected by NEGRON for participation in the 
plan and the parts they .core to play are set out below:

reported that JOSE ANTONIO NEGRON RODRIGUEZ, 
(who has' aDout ten years of his sentences left to serve), 
expected to be released soon and had indicated intention to 
kill Special Agent In Charge RICNaRD 0. GODFREY of the San 
Juan FBI Office and another Special Agent of the FBI upon 
his release. It was indicated that NEGRON planned to per- 
form the attempted killings by wiring bombs into FBI 
automobiles. NEGRON was attempting to obtain information 
with reference to the location of FBI ears and personnel 
and allegedly had been partly successful in doing so.

SOURCE C reflected that according to information 
attributed to IGNACIO JACA HERNANDEZ of Arecibo, Puerto Rico, 
brother of the incarcerated Nationalist, JUAN J’ACA HERNANDEZ, 
a Nationalist prison break had been planned for late in 
1953 but had been frustrated by police vigilance. SOURCE C 
also reflected that an unidentified prisoner at Insular 
Penitentiary who was due to be released soon, was alleged 
to be desirous of getting out of the Penitentiary immediately 
because he feared a prison riot greater than that of October, 
1950, was due to happen prior to his release.

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c. Plan to assassinate Governor 

LUIS MUNOZ MARIN of Puerto Rico

the assassination of Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN of Puerto Rico. 
The strategy behind this plan was alleged to be that with 
Governor MUNOZ MARIN eliminated the PIP would win the ‘next 
elections und would then release the incarcerated Nationalists. 
An assassin allegedly was being sought by the Nationalists 
and would be given funds so he could eeeap* to an unidentified 
republic immediately after the assassination.

According to OJEDA, 
AGUSTIN MALDONADO has been taken off the list of "reserve.” 
contributors (individuals who are not asked regularly for funds 
but are available for payments of large sums in the event of 
emergency), and is now a regular contributor. OJEDA stated there 
are other Nationalists in the Rio Piedras area who give money 
to the NPFR but not on a regular basis.

"The United States has set ALBIZU C. at Liberty to 
Die. They (the U.S.) have declined the responsibility 
of his scientific death. It was in the magazine 
•Bohemia 1 which- is edited in Havana, Cuba, where we 
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read about the deplorable state in which the leader 
of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico now finds 
himself; his appearance, his hands - everything 
reflects the prolonged torture to which he was sub- 
mitted in the underground dungeons of the prison 
•La Princess.” It has been a month since he was 
set free and during that time he has remained in 
his sick bed in his house at San Juan; during this 
time he has not even been able to write a letter 
to those closest to him such as his daughter, Rosa, 
who lives in Mexico.

II. NEWSPAPER ARTICLES RELATING TO 
MATTERS OF INTEREST TO THE NPPR 


The "El Mundo" , a San Juan daily newspaper printed in the 
Spanish language, in it, issue of September 22, 1953, set 
forth an article entitled, "Will sentence ROSA COLLAZO for 
Picketing", This article dated at New York September 21, 
1953, by the United Press, set forth ROSA, wife of OSCAR 
COLLAZO, Puerto Rican Nationalist, serving term of life 
imprisonment for his participation in an attack on the life 
of ex-President TRUMAN in 1950, is one of the 11 women 
released on their own recognizance after being found guilty 
of disorderly picketing in front of the United Nations 
Building on August 31, 1953* 
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"El Mundo" dated September 22, 1953, carried an 
article sent in by JOSE RIVERA SOTOMAYOR, which stated 
that the NPPR invited the Puerto Rican Nation to the 
commemorative acts of September 23rd, "Day of proclamation 
of the Republic in Lares". This article stated the 
liberating movement of Puerto Rico will carry out in the 
city of Lares, oh September 23, 1953, the customary 
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activities in commemoration of the heroes, martyrs of the 
fatherland killed in the defense of liberty on the 
anniversary of the proc3.amation, September 23, 136S. 

The "El Imparcial, a San Juan Spanish language 
daily newspaper, in its issue of September 24, 1953 > 
carried an article entitled, "Nationalists Celebrate Grito 
de Lares Anniversary", which article datelined at Lares, Puerto 
Rico, included pnotogr&is a Nationalists carrying flags of 
Puerto Rico and Lares and pictures of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 


The "El Mundo" in its issue of October 12, 1953) 
set forth an article entitled, "Students of Mexico Comment 
on MUNOZ Act". This article stated that a student 
newspaper of the University of Mexico, on October 15th, 
published an article entitled, "ALBIZU CAMPOS Free", 
which article concerned itself with the leader* s pardon, 
and alleges that Yankee imperialism directed electronic 
discharges upon him in prison and deteriorated his mental 
and physical health. 

The article continued stating, "After 23 months 
of continuous electronic discharges, his body undermined 
in its retural resistance, the Puerto Rican patriot PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMFCS, has won his freedom. He was sentenced in 1991 
to 79 years in prison for the unpardonable crime of 
fighting for the liberation of his people in the clutches 
of Wall Street Imperialists. He is* free thanks to the 
intervention of the President Elect of Costa Rica who 
addressed the Yankee Viceroy LUIS MUNOZ MARIN, asking that 
the Puerto Rican leader be pardoned. 


This same article goes on to further denounce the 
United States and the Government of Puerto Rico and voiced 
the ultimate rejuvenation of the movement of the NPPR when 
it one© more can count on its Chief, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
the symbol for all the r uerto Rican people.

Lodge". The article stated the President of the 
*= NPPR, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPO^, had made comments concerning 
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information appearing in the North American Press to the 
effect that HENRY CABOT LODGE, President of the Delegation 
of the United States at the United Nations, was under 
police guard for fear of attack by Puerto Rican Nationalists. 
Quoted from this article, ALBIZU CAMPOS stated, "’The - 
Delegation of the United States at the United Nations, 
presided over by CABOT LODGE, has tenaciously opposed that 
the defenders of the independence of Puerto Rico be heard 
before that International Body. That is an example of the 
brutal frankness and cynicism of Uhited States despotism 
because at the same time the United States is presenting 
itself before the world as a defender of democracy and 
defender of the independence of v/eak nations A’ This 
article continues, "If the United States had good intentions 
in Korea for example, the independence of Puerto Rico would 
already r e been recognized. Puerto Rico is in the clutches 
of the United States imperialism and is occupied by its 
Armed Forces. Our entire chain of Islands has been 
converted into an atomic base by the United States and this 
constitutes a threat to the independence of Latin America 
and a threat to peace of the entire world. It is not 
strange uc us that CABOT LODGE as head of the United States 
Delegation at the United Nations has been opposed to 
having our party heard before the United Nations. It is 
natural that he is fearful of the presentation before 
the United Nations of a clear and detailed exposition of 
the horrible crimes comi A.tted by the United States and 
that now he walks the str- ets of New v ork like a timid" 
child and is afraid of being attacked by a Nationalist. 

It is certain that a representative of the government 
such as the United States which has dedicated itself to 
genocide in Puerto Rico is afraid of his own shadow.

This same newspaper, in its issue of November 30 , 
1953 > set forth an article regarding .’.LBTZU CAMPOS’ 
reaction to statements attributed to President EISENHOWER 
when he had urged Congress to grant independence for 
Puerto Rico, provided the Puerto Rican Legislature passes 
a resolution indicating that the people of -Puerto Rico 
desire independence,, ALBIZU ’S statements read, ”1 don’t 
want to prophesy the result of a petition conceived under 
those terms, and don’t let them come and t..ell us Puerto 
Rico shori I not be independent. ALBIZU alluded to a 
series of factors prevailing in the relations between 
the United States and Puerto Rico which he considers 
harmful to the Island, citing, among others, the detention 
by the Federal Government of historical monuments, ALBIZU 
asserted, ”The decision of President EISENHOWER before the 
United Nacions, voiced by Head of the United States 
Delegation LODGE, obeys the pressure being exerted on the 
United States by the liberating movement throughout the 
whole world for many years now.” 

h&s statcnK . nbs, ALBIZU attacked the imposition 
of compulsory military service on the part of the United 
States on Puerto Rico, asserting that ”It is the only nation 
which imposes it on its colonies, sending off the youth 
to kill citizens of other nations who have never offended 
Fuerto Rico. 

The article continued with ^LBIZU stating, ”The 
Government of the United States has expropriated great 
areas of land for its military needs, including almost 
the whole Island of Vieaues, converting Puerto Rico into 
an atomic base, carrying out experiments with atomic 
weapons here, expecially against the Nationalists imprisoned 
fi?r the Revolution of October 30, 1950, and that these 
attacks are being directed against him in his own sick bed, 
in an attempt to turn that bed into a ’Frying Pan’ in 
which he can be cooked at the discretion of the United 
States Armed Forces, 
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The "El Imparcial" in its issue of December 4> 

1953 > carried a column entitled, "What I Know" by TEOFILO 
MALDONADO, which said that, in its last edition, the 
magazine "Bohemia" of Cuba published interviews with Governor 
LUIS MUNOZ MARIN and PEDRO ALBIZU C/JWPOS, profusely illus- 
trated with photographs of both. At the bottom of the 
photographs appear statements by both leaders. The 
statement of ALBIZU is quoted as follows: 

"The enemy of the Fatherland is attacking me with 
its now perfected atomic weapons. In Puerto Rico they 
are experimenting with radio-active fertilizer on the 
coffee plantations; in Puerto Rico there are bases for 
radar and electronic equipment From there I am attacked 
with luminous rays which blind me and burn my skin, in 
an attempt to liquidate me by nuclear fire, I have refused 
to be examined by doctors because my case should be 
studied by nuclear physicists." The article continued 
describing ALBIZU’ S aesc.. motion of how the Constabulary 
had come to attack him at his home while he was resting 
in bed on October 30, 1950, the date of the Nationalist 
Uprising, wherein he stated he clutched a ,45 Caliber 
revolver and stood at the foot of the stairs telling him- 
self, "Whoever tries to come this far will leave his 
bones on these ’. T ery stairs". 

The H/19/53, issue of "El Imparcial" published the 
information from an interview with PFDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
in December, 1953, that ALBIZU was against a 

blackout as part of the commemoration services fur 
Discovery Day, The article quoted 

ALBIZU: "The Puerto Rican Nation is something with its 

spirit in sublime heroism facing the invaders who attempt 
to destroy it. Those invaders intend or want to celebrate 
Discovery Day with a total blackout symbolic of the 
black shadow on the soul and the illuminocity of bombs 
with poison light, SATAN is luminous too but he is bad 
because i " him the light has been denaturalized and serves 
only to kill, " 

ALBIZU continued, "The Hispanic World is full of grief and 
worry when it sees Spain converted on this glorious day 
into an atomic base of the U.S.A., of the invaders obsessed 
with devouring the land. It is a tremendous tragedy to see 
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the Iberic peninsula sinking to the boot of these barbarians* 
An' immediate repercussion is the instantaneous loss of 
Spain 1 s spiritual height in the Hispanic Infinite created* ‘ 
by the great heroes, martyrs, wise-men and saints who came 
to the world wrapped in the flag of scarlet and gold,” 

The ”E1 Imparcial 7 / in its issue of December 10, 
1953, carried an article entitled, "Nationalists Plan 
Another Revolt on the Island Says Chicago Paper”. This 
article by TE0FIL0 MALDONADO stated the General Secretary 
of the NPPP. in Chicago had sent him a second report on 
the alleged persecutions of which they claim they are 
object on the part of the Federal Agent s* The article in 
summary reported. Federal Agents had renewed their 
n persecut:/;W' and had threatened a member of the NPPR and 
his family whom they maintained under constant surveillance? 
and that 6 members of the Nationalist Party in Chicago had 
been dismissed from their jobs because of this "persecution,” 
and these persons had not been able to secure new jobs 
because of the continued surveillance, of the government 
agents* The article quoted the report, "No less than 50 
homes of comrades have been surveilled and at this very 
moment the situation continues, although with less agents 
after 16 days of seige 

The "El Impartial" issue of December 16, 1953* 
in a column by TFCFIIO MALDONADO, carried an article 
which quoted the World Peace Council, represented by its 
secretary, JEAN LAFFITTE, invited - as it did with different 
world personalities - the President of the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, to attend as 
guest of honor its recent session in Vienna, Austria. When 
the World Council was informed of his inability to attend, 
for reasons of health, it sent him a second communication, 
asking that he designate a personal representative to be 
there. Thus, ALBIZU CAMPOS appointed Attorney JUAN HERNANDEZ 
VALLE, President of the Defense Council for the Nationalists, 
to represent him before said international group. 

Attorney HERNANDEZ VALLE, according to this 
article, was asked to take part on the next to the last 
day of the assembly. His speech was translated into all 
languages and recorded. It is quoted as follows: 



These docunpents are part of the project "The FBI Files on Puerto Ricans" and are available free of charge at http://www.pr-secretfiles: 
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"In the struggle for our independence - which is 
essential to peace - we ’ ave attended and will go on attending 
all the centers and foru...° of international character 
interested in the independence of nations.

towards its attainment and applies to all centers .for the 
defense of its vital interests. „ . It is true that in Puerto 
Rico the Vrth American intervention constitutes a stumbling 
block and disturbance in the way of peace a All inter- 
vention is an act of war. In Puerto Rico the United States 
has p brilliant opportunity to prove its sincerity in its 
auspices of peace, recognizing the right of our Fatherland 
to its independence* ” 

Commenting on the deliberations of the World Peace 
Council, HERNANDEZ VALLE told me this international body 
"showed, profound interest in all the problems of Puerto Rico 
under the military occupation of the United States," And 
he added, "The eminent p tonalities of the Council, to 
judge by their profound an„ professed interest in the 
military intervention of the United States in our Fatherland, 
will concern themselves with this vital situation. They 
will have to give serious consideration to the violation 
by the United States Government of the provisions of the 
Constitutional Charter of the United Nations, which prohibits 
a dependent territory - and it is useless to pretend that 
while the intervention continues here it is anything other 
than public land of the United States - being used for 
military bases which endanger the peace of the world. The

>a national Physics, Chemistry and Astronomy 
is inconceivable# Science is by '-nature 
international. Science must portend the 
best international relations and peace t In 
tho Russian language, the words peace and 
world are synonymous.* In Vienna there were 
representatives of all the continents: Asia, 
Africa, North and South America, Europe and 

Australia, 

Tho article related that HERNANDEZ VALLE delivered 
a speech in Spanish on the next to tho last day of the 
Assembly, parts of which were quoted as follows by 
MALDONADO . 
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" *In the struggle for independence - 

which is essential to peace, we have 
attended and will go on attending all the 
centers and forums of international 
character which are interested dn the 
independence of nations « Thus we thought 
it cppox'tune to accept the invitation of 
a group which sponsors peace, since peace 
is the ideal state of law and, as we 
pointed out to the Council, those who 
work for peace cannot be indifferent to 
the struggle of a nation for its 
independence,, There can be no peace in a 
nation deprived of its freedom., Preedob 
is an essential condition for the state of 
peace c Slavery and peace cannot co-exist. 
Therefore, the struggle of the liberating 
movement of Puerto Hico for the independence 
of that Caribbean nation cannot be immaterial 
to you, 

"'The World Peace Council is a forum which 
sponsors the peace which all nations today, 
including the United States, invoke and 
sponsor; which today holds conferences and 
conversations directed toward the attainment 
of peace and applies to all centers in 
defense of the vital interests of peace 
it is true that in Puerto Hico the North 
American intervention constitutes a stumbling 
block end disturbance in the way of peace. 

All intervention is an act of war* In Puerto 
Rico, the United States has a brilliant 
opportunity to prove its sincerity in its 
sponsorship of peace by recognizing the right 
of our fatherland to its independence and this 
without waiting for permission, since they 
(U«S* troops) entered without it» In plain 
words, by patting an end to the intervention 
just as they ,'nve it a beginning. It is not 
logical for those who entered (Puerto Rico) 
without permission to request permission to 
leave (Puerto Rico),'" 
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The article related that HERNANDEZ VALLE, 
commenting on the deliberations of the World Peace 
Council, told reporter MALDONADO that this international 
body ttt showed profound interest in all the problems 
of Puerto Rico under the military occupation of the 
United States* The eminent personalities of the world, 
judging by their profound and professed interest in the 
military intervention of the United States in our 
fatherland, will concern themselves with this vital 
question* They will have to give serious consideration 
tc the violation by the United States Government cf the 
prevision of the constitutional chartor cf tho United 
Nations which prohibits an independent territory -

19 54» nothing indicative has been received indio&Give of any cor- 
templated arrests or prosecutions of NFPR members by the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. Some incarcerated Nationalist 
prisoners have applied for pardon. Source has stated incarcer- 
ated prisoners are confused regarding release, pardons, and 
whether or not to sign Fuerto Rico forms denouncing NFPR.

Captain BENIGNO SOTO, Internal Security Bureau, Puerto 
Rico Police Department, furnished information which disclosed 
the trial against the Nationalist^ TEIE3F0R0 ERNESTO CARDONA 
RUIZ, resident of Marina Street, Aguada, Puerto Rico, and 
JOSE MIGUEL CASTILLO VEGA, resident of San Narciso Street, 
Aguada, Puerto Rico, was held from July 28, 1953 to August 3» 
1953 in the Honorable Tribunal of Puerto Rico, Aguadilla, P.R. 
According to Captain SOTO, the trial ended in complete order 
when the jurjr brought a verdict of not guilty against the 
accused who were released, 

IV. PRESENT STATUS OF APPEALS 


During the period covered by this report, no infor- 
mation has been received which indicates any incarcerated 
Nationalists have appealed their sentences. 
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V. NATIONALISTS RELEASED PROM INCARCERATION 


Captain B^NIGNO SOTO, Superintendent, Internal 
Security Bureau, Puerto Rico Police Department, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, on December 11, 1953, stated JUAN JOSE MUNOZ 
MATOS, on December 11, 1953 » bad been released from prison 
upon completion of his sentence and had returned to his 
home in Santurce, Puerto Rico, CARMELO MALDONADO RIVERA was 
released on January 5 , 195U from the Insular Penitentiary, 

Captain SOTO furnished information that RAMON 
GONZALEZ DSIGADO, who had been serving a sentence in Federal 
Penitentiary, at Tallahassee, Florida, for his activities in 
connection with the NFFR revolt, had arrived in 
Puerto Rico on September 13, 1953 and proceeded to his home 
in Barrio Guayabo, Isabela, Puerto Rico.

Nationalists presently incarcerated as a result of their 
activit:'. 'r in connection with the Ui-FR revolt, stated in 
December, 1953 that a rumor, at the Insular Penitentiary 
at Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, regarding the fact that a group 
of Nationalist prisoners were expected to be released from the 
Penitentiary on December 22, 1953, had appeared in local 
newspapers and on tho radio. 

This scvrie informant stated that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, 
self-admitted President of the NPPR, had sent word to the 
incarcerated Nationalist prisoners to sign no papers of any 
nature « 


Captain SOTO furnished information dated September 11, 
1953 wherein it was stated the warden of the Ponce District! 
Jail had received a telegram dated August 20, 1953 writteft 
by tho Nationalist, PAULINO CASTRO ABOLAFIA, of Catano, Puerto 
Rico, sent to the Nationalist, RAUL DE JESUS TORRES, who 
was a prisoner in said jail for activities in connection with 
the Nationalist uprising of October 30, 1950. The text of 
the above telegram is as follows : 

"DIJOL, EUFSMIO, and I are trying to get you 
and PEDROSA out on bail." 
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in January, 1954* stated that rumors continued ^2 
at the Insular Penitentiary with regard to the Governor of ^7 
Puerto Aico having sent commutation papers to five incarcerate! 
NPPR members. According to informant, many Nationalists 
presently incarcerated are confused as to whether they 'should 
or should not sign papers in exchange for their release. 

According to . r‘s same informant, JUAN JOSE MUNOZ 
MATOS and ANTONIO MOYA. . SUEZ brought Christmas gifts to the 
incarcerated NPPR members at toe Rio Fiedras Penitentiary, 
the source of these gifts was 1 not known to the informant. 

The above informant stated JUANITA OJEDA MALDONADO, 
on January 10, 1954* had visited the Rio Piedras Penitentiary 
with packages for all UP PR members incarcerated there from 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. According to the informant, some of the 
prisoners refused to accept the packages. 

The informant continued that almost all prisoners have 
discarded PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS as their leaders, which 
according to informant, does not mean that they have abandoned 
a desire for Puerto Rican independence or inclination towards 
violence. The prisoners appear disgruntled, according to 
informant, because ALBIZU CAMPOS’ promise of release 
by Christmas of 1953 had not materialized. 

On January 17, 1953* the above informant stated TOMAS 
LOPEZ DE VICTORIA and DAMIAN TORRES ACEVEDO had declared that 
they were through with the NFPR and desired a cell removed 
from NPPR members and these persons would sign papers requested 
bv the officials eho&lng tbei» renunciation of the NPPR. 

The informant stated JOSE ANTONIC NEGRON RODRIGUEZ no longer 
spoke vlth other Nationalists and is believed by the prisoners 
to have signed papers from the Insular Authorities renouncing 
the NPPR. 


According to the informant, the Nationalist Party 
headquarters had sent occasional 'lies sage# to prisoners at 
the Rio Piedras Penitentiary via persons unknown, and that 
these messages requested the prisoners to be patient as 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is working in their behalf in regard to 
their liberation. The prisoners, however, according to the 
informant, remain disgruntled and lack information concerning 
Nationalist activity on the outside. 
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Mr. JESUS E. PALMER, Penal Social Director, Insular 
Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, on January SO, 1954, 
stated a number of Nationalist prisoners, presently incar- 
cerated, were requesting pardons or clemency and were 
renouncing the NPPR generally. According to Mr. PALMER, 
the following individuals had applied for pardon by the 
Governor of Puerto Rico through PALMER’S office!

VII. NATIONALISTS SCHEDULED FOR RELEASE 

JOSE C. APONTE, Insular Prosecuting Attorney, San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, on February 24, 1954, advised JUAN ESTEBAN 
JIMENEZ T ARACUENTE of Utuado, Puerto Rico, was to be released 
from jail on February 25, 1954, after serving a sentence for 
arson imposed as a result of his activities during NPPR 
uprising of October, 1950. 

The release of RAFAEL CANCEL RODRIGUEZ, former NPPR 
National Board member and former NPPR Municipal Board Pres*!* 
ident, Mayaguez, has been scheduled for March 3, 1954. 

VIII, MISCELLANEOUS 


"El Imparcisl" of February 18, 1954, carried an article 
which disclosed FR'NCISCO MATOS PAOLI, convicted of violation 
of Insular Subversive Activities Law, will enter Rio Piedras 
Prison to serve a commuted sentence of two to ten years. 

The Puerto Rico Police Department, on October 9, 1953, 
furnished information indicating MARCIA L BERRIOS MORALES, 
native of Naranjito, Puerto Rico, was sentenced by the Ponce 
Superior Court on six charges of forgery to serve ten to 
twelve years in prison in each case concurrently. 


The above source furnished information on September 
11, 1955, that the Nationalist MIGUEL ANGEL DIAZ DUC HESN E was 
to stand trial for assault and battery^and larceny. 
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The PRPD, in December, 1953, provided inform- 
ation dated September 11, 1953, disclosing the Nationalists 
TELESFORO ERNESTO CARDONA MJIZ and JOSE MIGUEL CASTILLO 
VEGA were acquitted on August 3, 1953, of violation in 
connection with the Nationalist uprising in 1950. 

"El Mundo", issue of December 23, 1953, carried 
an article headed, "Two Acquittals - Supreme Court Revokes 
Sentences Under Law #53." This article stated that RAFAEL 
A. BURGC TUENTES and EDUARDO LOPEZ VAZQUEZ were acquitted 
of violation of the Insular Subversive Activities Law.
